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SECTION  I 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  City  is  chiefly  a residential  and  administrative  centre  with  out- 
lying agricultural  parts.  It  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  Chichester  Rural 
District,  in  the  coastal  plain  of  West  Sussex,  between  the  South  Downs  and 
the  sea,  which  is  some  7 miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City, 

Industries  are  varied  in  nature  and  not  concentrated  in  any  one  sector, 
apart  from  the  Industrial  Estate  being  developed  by  the  Council  to  the 
south  of  the  Portsmouth-Brighton  railway  line.  There  are  no  large  industries 
which  might  have  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  City  inhabitants.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  3(1  male,  2 female)  of 
the  total  of  4 infantile  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  4 weeks  of  life; 
this  compares  with  8 such  deaths  in  1964.  3 of  these  deaths  took  place, 

in  fact,  within  the  first  7 days  of  life. 

Cancer 

This  classification  includes  all  deaths  registered  as  being  due  to 
cancer,  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms,  ephithelioma,  sarcoma,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  during  1965  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  was  54,  an  increase  of  6 compared  with  1964. 

The  death  rate  from  this  cause  per  1,000  population  was  2.6 
(2.2  in  1964)  which  compares  with  a rate  (provisional)  of  0.553  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1965.

SECTION  II 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Routine  enquiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  are  made  immediately 
on  receipt  of  a notification  of  infectious  disease  and  advice  given  to 
parents  as  to  home  nursing,  exclusion  from  school,  etc.  Where  desired 
disinfection  is  carried  out,  either  terminally  or  on  removal  of  the  patient 
to  hospital. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Generally 
oral  vaccine  continued  to  be  used. 

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  last 
notification  being  in  1954  (the  only  confirmed  case  in  the  past  18  years). 

IMMUNISATION 


The  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  local  health  authority,  is 
responsible  for  immunisation  programmes,  and  with  new  procedures  and 
immunisation  techniques  (and  particularly  the  use  of  a computer  for  routine 
organisational  and  statistical  purposes),  every  encouragement  and  assistance 
is  given  to  parents  to  ensure  that  children  receive  combined  protection 
against  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases.  Triple  antigen  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  simplified  the 
immunisation  programme  for  each  child,  and  now  a quadruple  vaccine  (giving 
additional  protection  against  poliomyelitis)  is  available  and  is  in  use  by 
some  general  practitioners.  Details  of  the  numbers  of  children  under  16 
immunised  during  the  year  are  given  below.

TUBERCULOSIS 


5 cases  (the  same  number  as  in  1964)  were  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year.  These  comprised  3 new  notifications  (all  pulmonary)  and  2 transfers 
from  other  districts. 

6 cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  1965,  this  being  6 fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  1 case  was  transferred  out  to  another  district; 

4 were  reported  to  have  recovered  and  there  was  1 death.  This  death  was  not 
assigned  by  the  Registrar  General  as  being  due  to  Tuberculosis.  The  figures 
are  further  analysed  below.

1 .  Hospitals 

A comprehensive  treatment  and  consultant  specialist  service  for 
residents  of  the  City  and  surrounding  district  is  provided  by  the 
following  general  and  other  hospitals  which  are  administered  by  the  South- 
West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board:

3 . Laboratory  service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Priorsdean  Hospital,  Milton  Road, 
Portsmouth  undertakes  all  routine  bacteriological  and  virological  work 
for  this  department,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  efficient  service  and  helpful  and  willing  co-operation  afforded  by 
the  Medical  Director,  Dr.  Payne,  and  his  staff.  A daily  collection  by 
road  enable  specimens  to  reach  the  laboratory  from  Chichester  with  the 
minimum  of  delay, 

4 . Ambulance  and  Hospital  car  service 

For  the  City  and  surrounding  district,  a directly-administered 
service  is  operated  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council. 

5 . Local  health  authority  service 


A full  range  of  personal  health  services  are  provided  in  the  City  by 
the  West  Sussex  County  Council.

The  WVS  has  hitherto  undertaken  the 

organisation  of  this  service  on  an  agency 
basis,  but  with  the  expansion  and 
development  needed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  an  ageing  population,  the  County 
Council  decided  to  introduce  a directly- 
administered  service  from  1st  October, 

1964=  A Neighbourly  Help  Scheme  has  also 
been  brought  into  operation  to  utilise  the 
services  of  neighbours  unable  to  work  the 
set  hours  of  home  helps. 

Facilities  are  available,  either  at  the 
Health  Centre  or  by  general  practitioners 
at  their  surgeries,  for  protective 
vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

BCG  vaccination  of  school  children  aged  13 
and  over  is  carried  out  (where  parents  so 
desire)  in  those  cases  where  Mantoux  skin- 
tests  have  indicated  an  inadequate 
resistance  to  tuberculosis  infection. 


(f)  Chiropody 


- A directly-provided  chiropody  service  for  the 
aged,  physically-handicapped  and  expectant 
mother  groups  is  available  on  a sessional 
basis . 


6.  Other  facilities 


(a ) Family  Planning

7 .  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 

(a)  Section  47  - Removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 

During  the  year  it  was  happily  not  found  necessary  to  have  recourse 
to  the  compulsory  powers  for  removal  to  hospital,  etc.,  of  persons  found  to 
be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  With  the  close  apd  ready  co-operation  of 
the  geriatricians  and  almoners  at  hospitals,  together  with  the  health  and 
welfare  services  of  the  County  Council,  admissions  were  arranged  to  local 
hospitals  by  tactful  persuasion  in  those  difficult  cases  where  patients 
were  not  at  first  prepared  to  leave  their  homes, 

(b)  Section  50  - Assisted  burials 

Arrangements  were  made  during  1965  for  2 burials  under  this  section 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

SECTION  IV 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  following  report  on  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  is 
supplied  by  Mr.  L.J.  Simpson,  Engineer  to  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City  for  some  years  has  been  derived 
from  wells,  boreholes  and  adits  at  Fishbourne  and  Funtington,  and  on  the 
28th  October,  1965,  these  sources  were  augmented  for  the  first  time  by  a 
new  supply  obtained  from  boreholes  in  the  Lavant  Valley.  The  supply  was 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

The  raw  waters  were  free  from  any  tendancy  towards  plumbo-solvent 
action.  They  underwent  continuous  purification  before  being  pumped  either 
directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the  storage  reservoir  at 
Lavant . 

At  all  three  sources  treatment  consisted  of  the  application  of 
chlorine  in  minimum  quantities  except  at  Fishbourne  where  a higher  dose 
of  chlorine  was  applied  followed  by  dechlorination  by  sulphur  dioxide  to 
a normal  chlorine  residual.  The  application  of  ammonia  to  the  water  was 
discontinued  during  the  year  since  modern  thought  on  sterilisation  of  the 
water  considers  that  rapid  action  by  free  chlorine  is  more  satisfactory 
than  the  more  delayed  effect  of  chloramine. 

73  samples  of  raw  and  treated  waters  were  collected  in  the  City  and 
examined  in  the  Company's  laboratory  during  the  year. 

All  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  reported  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  water  supply  purposes. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  supply  varied  from  210  p.p.m.  (Funtington 
source')  to  350  p.p.m.  (Fishbourne  source).  The  average  total  hardness  of 
the  City's  supply  being  250  p.p.m.  of  which  the  permanent  hardness  was 
between  15  and  35  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  there  were  126  connectiore  to  the  public  water  supply 
and  22  disconnections,  making  a net  increase  of  104. 
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Notes  (a)  The  figures  show  the  median  values  for  bacteriological  results  and  the 
arithmetic  mean  values  for  chemical  analyses. 

(b)  Where  appropriate,  the  chemical  results  are  expressed  in  milligrammes 
per  litre.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of  main 
drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water). 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into 
Chichester  Harbour,  are  situated  at  Appledram,  They  have  been  extensively 
enlarged  and  modernised  to  meet  the  demands  of  a developing  area  and 
further  improvements  are  now  in  hand.  During  the  year  progress  continued  on 
the  work  of  overhauling  and  repairing  the  City's  sewers. 

Cesspool  Drainage 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  City  are  on  main  drainage,  but  in  the 
unsewered  areas  there  are  approximately  200  properties  with  cesspool 
drainage.  During  the  year  464  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out  by  the 
Council,  4 free  emptyings  being  allowed  per  year  for  each  premises. 

Public  Cleansing 


Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly.  A weekly  domestic  collection  is  operated;  disposal  being  the 
Corporation's  controlled  tips  at  Westhampnett  Road,  where  a programme  of  in- 
filling of  disused  gravel  pits  is  under  way. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily,  the  manual  orderlies  being 
supplemented  by  a mechanical  sweeper. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Several  complaints  were  received,  mostly  of  a minor  character.  16 
inspections  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  no  licensed  sites  in  the  City. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


No  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year  from  offensive  trades  in 
the  City,  which  include  the  business  of  a fellmonger. 

SHOPS 


Regular  routine  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
department,  which  includes  a part-time  Shops  Inspector. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES 


There  are  now  no  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City. 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY 


Increased  use  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  facilities  now  provided 
by  the  public  mortuary,  which  includes  refrigerated  storage.  An  arrange- 
ment is  in  operation  for  bodies  from  Chichester  Rural  District  to  be 
admitted,  mainly  where  post-mortem  examinations  are  subsequently  carried 
out.  The  following  table  summarises  and  analyses  the  admissions  during  the 
year.

SECTION  V 


HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 


A further  66  unfit  dwelling  houses,  the  majority  included  in  either 
approved  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  or  Clearance  Orders,  were  demolished 
during  the  year.  Six  new  clearance  areas  were  declared  comprising  33 
houses  and  3 houses  represented  as  individually  unfit. 

Since  1946,  as  a result  of  action  by  this  department,  over  500  houses 
have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Some  400  have  ceased  to  be 
used  for  habitation,  whilst  more  than  100  have  either  already  been  re- 
conditioned or  will  be  at  an  early  date. 

Although  further  clearance  areas  are  contemplated,  the  urgent  need  now 
is  to  deal  systematically  with  those  of  the  pre  1939  houses  that  lack  modern 
amenities . 

Improvement  of  Houses 


The  1961  census  revealed  there  were,  of  unshared  permanent  dwellings 
in  the  City,  almost  1,000  without  fixed  baths,  and  over  1,400  without  a hot 
water  tap.  This  is  a larger  proportion  (17%  and  24%),  respectively)  of 
households  without  these  amenities  than  any  other  authority  in  Sussex,  save 
one. 


Since  1949,  375  applications  for  improvement  grants  have  been  received, 
230  for  discretionary  and  145  for  standard  grants.  Of  these  52  have  been 
refused  or  subsequently  withdrawn,  an  average  of  about  20  house  improved  per 
year.  It  is  thus  manifest  that  unless  further  effort  is  concentrated  on 
this  problem,  there  is  no  prospect  of  the  remaining  sub-standard  houses  in 
the  City  being  provided  with  modern  amenities  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Almost  all  the  houses,  for  which  improvement  grants  are  sought,  are 
at  least  60-80  years  old,  and  undertakings  to  carry  out  extensive  work  to 
their  fabric  are  required  before  grants  can  be  recommended. 

The  lack  of  staff  in  the  department,  due  to  council  policy,  precludes 
any  attempt  to  extend  operations  or  even  to  give  this  work  the  attention  it 
warrants . 

During  the  year  26  applications  (7  for  standard  and  19  for 
discretionary  grants)  were  approved.  Some  £127  was  paid  in  respect  of  each 
standard  grant,  and  the  average  approved  expenditure  in  respect  of  each 
discretionary  grant  was  £558,  on  which  a 50%  payment  was  made.

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960

As  a result  of  periodic  visits  of  inspection  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
forty-nine  written  notices  drawing  attention  to  infringements  of  the 
regulations .

As  a typical  example  of  the  thoroughness  exercised  when  a complaint  is 
"referred  to  the  manufacturer"  an  extract  is  quoted  from  the  investigation 
in  relation  to  complaint  numbered  15  above: - 


"The  metal  was  a stainless  steel  Whitworth  nut  attached  to  a piece 
of  iron  screw.  The  screw  was  badly  corroded;  at  the  point  where  it  had 
fractured,  its  diameter  had  been  reduced  to  about  1/16"  and  only  two  of  its 
threads,  at  the  centre  of  the  nut,  remained  practically  uncorroded.  The 
surface  of  the  fracture  was  corroded  in  the  same  way  as  the  rest  of  the 
screw  indicating  that  it  had  been  exposed  to  a corrosive  medium  after  it 
had  broken  off.  When  the  superficially  adhering  pastry  had  been  removed 
it  was  found  that  the  debris  present  in  the  crevices  of  the  metal  was  mainly 
fnait  stained  by  iron;  this  indicated  that  the  nut  had  probably  been  in  the 
filling  of  the  pie. 


Inspection  of  the  plant  in  the  manufacturing  department  has  failed  to 
show  any  likely  source  of  the  nut.  It  is  probable  therefore  that  it  was 
introduced  with  the  canned  'apple;  the  nature  of  the  corrosion  of  the  screw 
is  consistent  with  its  having  been  on  contact  with  fruit  for  a considerable 
time.  The  canned  apple  is  hand  sorted  on  a travelling  band  which  passes 
beneath  powerful  magnets  that  are  primarily  intended  to  remove  any  fragments 
from  the  cans  that  might  have  become  accidentally  incorporated  in  the  fruit. 

A test  has  shown,  however,  that  these  magnets  were  not  capable  of  abstracting 
the  nut  and  screw  complained  of.  Stainless  steel  is  not  magnetic  therefore 
only  the  small  piece  of  iron  screw  was  attracted  by  the  magnets  and  because 
this  weight  of  iron  (about  1 g, ) was  small  The  attractive  force  was  not 
sufficient  to  lift  the  combined  weight  (more  than  4j  g. ) of  the  nut  and 
screw  from  the  band  on  which  the  apple  is  sorted". 

Complain!  18  referred  to  an  unpleasant  and  marked  odour  from  a tin  of 
corned  beef.  Two  more  cans  picked  at  random  from  the  shop  consignment,  on 
opening,  were  similarly  affected.  Two  tins  were  also  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst . 

The  Analyst  reported  a considerable  development  of  rancidity,  which 
was,  in  his  opinion,  the  basic  cause  of  complaint.  A proportion  of  fat  was 
present  in  the  product  in  the  form  of  free  fatty  acids  as  under: - 

Sample  1.  Contained  3.2  per  cent  of  free  fatty  acids  (as  oleic  acid). 

Sample  2.  Contained  1.3  per  cent  of  free  fatty  acids  (as  oleic  acid). 

The  Analyst  stated  these  values  are  higher  than  found  normally  in 
corned  beef. 


Sixty-seven  tins  at  the  shop  were  withdrawn  from  sale  and  surrender 
notes  issued. 

The  policy  of  the  department,  when  concerned  with  food  premises,  is 
one  of  progressive  improvement,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  policy 
has  resulted  in  a higher  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  1965. 

Milk  Supply 


Licensing,  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment)  Regulations, 
1965,  prescribed  a new  special  designation  Ultra  Heat  Treated  (U.H.T.) 

This  is  milk  raised  to  not  less  than  270°F  for  not  less  than  one  second. 

Producers  of  Tuberculin-tested  milk  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  acting  through  the  local  Agriculture 
Executive  Committee,  There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  City.  Output 
of  milk  from  the  dairy  is  9-10,000  gallons  daily.  Skimmed  milk  is  also 
pasteurised  and  sold  for  the  manufacture  of  margarine. 
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Milk  Supply  (continued) 


Dealers'  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  are  now  issued  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  (as  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority),  and  operate  for  a D year-period  from  the  date  of  issue 
(1st  January,  1961). 

Only  a small  quantity  of  raw  milk,  i.e.  not  heat-treated,  in  this 
case  farm-bottled  tuberculin-tested  milk,  is  sold  retail  in  the  City. 

West  Sussex  has,  since  1st  October,  1957,  been  a fully-attested  area  under 
the  eradication  plan,  designed  to  eliminate  tuberculosis  from  cattle 
throughout  the  Country. 

Bioicella  Abortus 

No  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  during  the  year.  All  locally 
produced  supplies  are  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

Ice-Cream 


At  31st  December,  1965,  sixty-nine  premises  were  registered  for  the 
sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream.  There  is  one  ice-cream  factory,  also 
making  fruit  lollies,  which  is  inspected  and  operates  under  hygienic 
conditions.  Mobile  ice-cream  vans  operating  in  the  City  are  subjected  to 
periodic  inspection.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  HYGIENE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 
1958»  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960. 

Slaughtering  continued  on  an  increased  scale  throughout  the  year. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  made  regulations  which 
were  laid  before  Parliament  on  the  5th  August,  which  extended  for  one  year  to 
October  1st,  1966,  the  time  allowed  local  authorities  in  England  and  Wales  to 
achieve  100%  meat  inspection. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  and  stamped  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations,  and  as  far  as  possible  ante-mortem  inspection  was  arranged, 
particularly  with  animals  sent  in  for  emergency  slaughter- 

Meat  inspection  charges  continued  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d,  per  bovine 
animal,  9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and  6d.  per  sheep  or  goat  for  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  Bank  holidays,  whilst  the  charges  for  week-day  inspections  were  2s.  Od. , 
6d.  and  4d.,  respectively. 

Payments  made  to  the  Council  for  the  year  amounted  to  £1,030.  12s.  3d. 

In  December,  1964,  the  Inspector  from  a neighbouring  authority,  who 
helped  the  Council  by  carrying  out  meat  inspection  every  third  weekend,  left 
the  area.  Until  a replacement  is  found,  the  whole  of  weekend,  bank  holidays, 
and  evening  inspections  has  to  be  carried  out  by  the  two  inspectors,  working 
in  rotation.  This,  at  best,  means  alternate  weekend  working,  and  continuous 
weekend  duty  in  cases  of  leave  and  sickness,  and  can  only  be  regarded  as  a 
temporary  expedient. 

No  generalised  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found  during  the  year. 
Sixteen  localised  cases  were  detected,  and  carcases  and  offals  refrigerated 
and  cleared  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  No  tenderising  injections 
are  given  to  animals  before  slaughter.  No  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  were 
found . 


An  employee  of  a knackers  yard,  who  lives  in  the  city,  was  reported  as 
having  close  contact  with  2 cows  where  were  found  to  have  died  from  Anthrax. 

All  the  clothes  worn  were  collected,  sealed  in  a plastic  bag  and  incinerated. 
Compensation  for  the  loss  incurred  paid  by  the  Council  amounted  to  £10.  13s.  3d. 

An  inspection  of  a grocer's  shop  revealed  unstained  knacker  meat  on 
sale  in  contravention  of  the  regulations.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the 
meat  to  be  stained  before  retail  sale  as  dog  meat. 

Unsound  meat 


The  total  quantity  of  meat  and  offals  condemned,  23^  tons,  is  a 
substantial  increase  from  1964,  and  reflects  the  increased  activity  at  the 
slaughterhouse  , particularly  in  respect  of  cattle  and  pigs. 

Meat  and  offals  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  together  with  by-products 
are  disposed  of  as  follows: - 

(a)  Glands  (thyroids),  unsold  lungs,  vels  (calf  stomachs),  condemned 
livers,  pigs  maws  (stomachs),  unsold  spleens,  are  collected  for 
pharmaceutical  products  and  dog  foods. 

(b)  Bones,  livers  unsuitable  for  mink  breeders,  intestines,  stomachs, 
feet,  unsold  heads,  fat,  horns  and  condemned  meat  are  sent  for 
processing  into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers. 

(c)  Mink  farms  collect  livers  and  tripes  for  feeding  purposes. 

(d)  Cattle  stomachs  are  used  for  manufacture  of  edible  tripe.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


Noise  Abatement 


In  the  autumn  of  1964  planning  consent  was  unfortunately  given  to  the 
establishment  of  a light  engineering  factory,  in  buildings  occupied  for  many 
years  previously  by  a laundry  and  dry  cleaning  business.  The  area  was 
predominantly  residential,  with  the  rear  of  the  houses  overlooking  the  site, 
and  gardens  of  many  extending  almost  up  to  the  factory  buildings,  50  feet 
away.  Machinery  (listed  in  the  planning  consent)  was  installed,  and  besides 
different  types  of  lathes,  milling  machines,  etc.,  included  a vertical 
honing  machine. 

Shortly  after  the  factory  commenced  full  scale  operation,  in  the  early 
summer  of  1965,  complaints  were  made  of  a high  pitched  wailing  noise,  by 
certain  residents,  who  occupied  houses  adjacent  to  the  southern  side  of  the 
factory.  Preliminary  investigations  established  that  the  main  source  of 
noise  came  from  the  honing  machine.  The  9 inch  brick  building  was  pierced 
by  numerous  windows,  with  an  asbestos  roof.  It  was  self  evident  that  the 
noise  had  to  be  suppressed  or  contained  at  its  site.  So  complex  were  the 
issues  that  the  Council  were  advised,  and  agreed,  to  engage  the  services  of 
a Noise  Consultant  to  assist  and  advise  the  department  staff  in  their 
efforts  to  abate  what  was  an  undoubted  nuisance.  Dr.  Denvent  M.A.  Mercer, 
M.A. , Ph.D. , A.M.I.E.E.  of  Southampton  University  accepted  the  Council's 
invitation  to  act  on  their  behalf  and  commenced  investigations  at  the 
beginning  of  October.  The  year  ended  without  a great  deal  of  positive 
progress  having  been  achieved,  but  with  remedial  measures  under  active 
consideration, 

iThis  incident  has,  however,  emphasised  the  need  for  a critical  re- 
appraisal of  procedures  where  a charge  of  use  of  an  established  factory  in 
a residential  area  requires  planning  consent.  A maximum  allowable  noise 
level  at  the  perimeter  of  the  factory  site  should  be  laid  down,  following 
the  procedures  set  out  in.  Appendix  XV  <'f  the  Wilson  Committee  Report.  If 
there  is  any  doubt  that  this  standard  cannot  be  attained,  planning  consent 
should  be  withheld  even  if  the  consequences  are  the  payment  of  compensation 
by  the  Council, 

Unless  these  suggested  procedures  are  followed,  continued  objections 
by  neighbouring  residential  occupiers  will  prove  a constant  embarrassment 
to  the  Council. 

Where  it  is  necessary  to  give  consent  to  a proposal  involving 
potentially  noisy  machines,  detailed  consideration  should  be  given  to  their 
siting  within  the  proposed  buildings  and  ensuring  that  suitable  noise 
preventive  measures  are  incorporated  in  the  formal  application. 

Dogs 


From  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  of  dogs  fouling  the  foot- 
ways and  verges,  1965  was  no  exception,  A short  walk  within  the  City  walls 
will  suffice  to  show  that  many  dog  owners  have  complete  disregard  as  to 
where  their  pets  deposit  their  excrement  so  long  as  it  is  not  on  their 
property.  Besides  causing  annoyance  and  personal  inconvenience  to 
pedestrians,  this  can  be  the  cause  of  food  poisoning  either  directly  or  in- 
directly. 

The  nuisance  is  particularly  severe  in  streets  and  recreation  grounds 
where  owners  habitually  exercise  their  pets.  Ordinary  citizens  find  this 
contamination  of  their  streets  and  public  places  aesthetically  revolting 
and,  moreover,  a possible  menace  to  healtn. 

Pigeons 


Complaints  were  received  toward  the  end  of  the  summer  of  1964  of 
damage  and  nuisance  caused  by  pigeons  in  one  section  of  the  City.  As  a 
result,  measures  were  put  in  hand  to  reduce  the  number.  By  the  end  of 
March,  1965,  the  flock  of  pigeons  complained  of  was  reduced  by  one  hundred 
and  one,  with  consequent  reduction  in  nuisance. 
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Plans 


Plans  for  new  buildings  or  improvements  and  alterations  to  existing 
ones  are  referred  to  this  department  by  the  City  Surveyor  where  they  relate 
to  food  premises,  factories  or  offices  and  shops.  Inspections  and 
recommendations  are  then  made  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  alterations  are 
incorporated  in  the  plans  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  The  Factories  Act,  1961,  and  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Seven  complaints  received  attention  during  the  year.  Following 
replacement  of  obsolescent  oil-fired  boilers  by  similar  ones  of  larger 
capacity,  the  dark  smoke  complained  of  previously,  ceased.  Another  nuisance 
arose  through  the  burning  of  old  cars.  This  practice  stopped  after  interviews 
with  occupier  of  the  site.  Mention  must  also  be  made  of  a complaint  of  smoke 
and  fumes  alleged  to  emanate  from  various  sources  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
complainant's  house.  Despite  numerous  visits,  smoke  and  fumes  were  never 
detected  and  as  it  was  not  found  possible  to  convince  the  lady  involved  the 
matter  was  referred  to  her  doctor. 

Under  Section  3,  one  notification  of  the  installation  of  a furnace  was 
received,  and  one  application  was  made  for  prior  approval  which  was  granted.

Twenty -three  shop  premises  were  inspected  in  November,  Lighting 
standards  varied  widely.  Localised  lighting  used  in  sale  areas  was  recorded 
as  high  as  120  1ms.  ft^  in  a furniture  shop,  and  as  low  as  10  - 15  1ms.  ft2 
in  a mens'  outfitters  shop.  The  sales  area  of  two  large  modernised  stores 
(food  store,  and  general  multiple  store)  were  found  to  be  90  and  100  lumens, 
respectively.  In  smaller  stores  50  - 70  lumens  was  registered.  All  shops 
inspected  except  the  mens'  outfitters  had  general  or  localised  lighting  of 
25  plus. 

Stock  rooms  and  packing  departments  exhibited  a much  lower  standard 
compared  with  sale  areas.  The  majority  were  in  the  10  - 25  bracket.  Three 
shops  registered  5-10.  Some  gangways  and  passage  areas  in  stockrooms  were 
subject  to  poor  visibility  due  to  shadows  cast  as  a result  of  insufficient 
lighting  points. 

Food  preparation  rooms  exhibited  a higher  standard  than  stock  rooms, 
and  were  generally  of  the  order  of  25  plus. 
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Summary 


(a)  The  general  impression  of  the  standards  of  lighting  was  good, 

(b)  Examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  were  few,  and.  were  confined  to 
the  old  established  type  of  premises  where  lighting  fitments  had 
remained  unchanged  for  a number  of  years, 

(c)  Where  insufficient  lighting  was  found,  a recommendation  was  made 
for  improved  standards  up  to  those  recommended  by  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society  for  different  classes  of  premises, 

(d)  No  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noted,
